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PREFACE. 



The Latin Reader, now offered to the public^ forms part of a 
work well known in Germany, mxder the title of ^^Lateinisches 
Elementarbuch zuia 6ffentlichen und Priyat-Gebrauche Ton 
Friedrich Jacobs und Friedrich Wilhelm D6ring.'' The Ger- 
man edition consists of six parts, of which the 1st and 2nd are 
comprised in this voliwxe. The 3rd contains extracts from 
Caesar, Curtius Ruius, Livy, Sallust, and Tacitus ; the 4th is 
made up of excerpts from Cicero's Epistles and Orations ; the 
5th is composed of selections from Ovid, Martial, and the An- 
thologia Latina ; and the 6th embraces parts of CatuUus, Ti- 
bullus, Propertius, Lucretius, Virgil, and Seneca. As thu lit- 
tle book is intended merely to give the learner such an ac- 
quaintance with the fundamental principles of the Latin lan- 
guage as will enable him to enter with advantage upon the 
study of the preparatory course for our College, it has been 
deemed advisable to omit the contents of the last four voluipes. 
, A part of them is contained in the course for entrance, and the 
rest is too difficult for mere beginners. 

It may be necessary here to state the reason for publishing 
a New York edition, when one has already been issued from 
the Boston press. It will be readily acknowledged, that if the 
assistance of notes is necessary to the learner in Germany, 
where the advantages in classical instruction are incomparably 
greater than in oar country, they are much more requisite to 
the American pupil. It has been the object of the editor, there- 
fore, to supply this deficiency in the previous American edi- 
tions. Most of the Notes have been translated from the Ger- 
man ; others have been supplied, which the superior state of in- 
struction on the Continent would render unnecessary there. 

It is hoped that this little work may be found serviceable to 
^ose who use it, and contribute in some degree to the advance- 
ment of sound elementary education.

They were different according to 
Ihe circumstances : ObsidionaliSf for freeing an army from a block- 
ade; VaUaris vel Castrensis^ to the first who mounted the rampart 
or entered the cwaxp of the enemy; Mua-aUs^ to him who first scaled 
the walls <^a city in an assault ; NavaliSy to him who first board- 
ed the ship of an enemy; Cimca^ to him who had saved. the life 
of a citizen. There were smaller rewards of various kinds ; as, 
a banner, {yexUJInim)\ trappings, {Phalera£)\ golden chains,

AN EPITOME OP ROMAN HISTORY. 

1. JantcHlnm. A hill on the Tiber, hy some considered as one 39 
of the seven hills on which Rome was built ; while others sav that 

it was not included within the eity. It was fortified by Ancos 
Martius. 

2. Troja eversa. Troja, the capital of Troas, a district on the 
A^faean coast of Mysia in Asia Minor. After a war of 10 years, 
undertaken in consequence of the rape of Helen bv Paris, Troy 
was taken and completely destroyed by the allied army of the 
Greeks, B. C. 1184. This city has been celebrated by the poems 
of Homer and Virgil ; the former gives an account of the war, 
and the latter relates the wanderings of Aeneas, aiter the fall of 
his native city, and his final settlement in Italy. See p. 26, 1 11. 

3. (luibus pepercertUj (parcere alicui), 

4. £lia Umga. Called Umga^ because it extended along the hill 
Albanos, and .dZ&a, from the circumstance of Aeneas having foand 
on the spot a iokiie sow with 90 young ones, according to the pro- 
phecy ot Helenus. 

1. Vestae sacerdotibus. The Vestal virgins devoted themselves 40 
to the service of the goddess Vesta, and kept the perpetual fire 
npon her altar. They took upon themselves the vow of chastity, 
and a Tiolation of it was punished with death. .

At the end of every five years a review {eenatu) 
of the people was made. After the census was finished, an em- 
atory or purifying sacrifice, {Saerijkiitm histrale)^ was made; 
and thus tne people were said to be purified, (Justrari). Because 
this was doue at the end of every fifth year, hence jAutrum is put 
for the space of five years. 

S. Ad deos sMabum, (jtoUere). Romulus was afterwards wor- 
shipped by the Romans as a god, under the name of QwirmMS, 

3. MeUus Pugetms. The general of the Albany. After a 
treaty of peace had been made, he sided with the Romans in a 
battle between them and the Veientes, and, deserting daring the 
fight, exposed his allies to ^at danger. 

4. Ei moenia circumdedU. Equivalent to nevU earn moemlms 
circumdedit. 

5. CoritUkus. See n. 10, p. 37. 

6. Etruria^ otherwise called TMscia, a celebrated country of 
Italy, lying to the west of the Tiber. It is now called Tuscaimf, 

7. MiThorum gentiwrn,. Those elected by Romulus were called 
Patres nuxjoruM gentiwny and those enrolled by Tullus Hostilios, 
Tarquinios Priscus, and Brutus, were denominated Patres miiM- 

. f%m gentium. This at least is the opinion of some critics. Othen 
maintain, that all those who were enrolled before the time ot 
Brutus, were named Pabres majorum gentium^ and those enrolled 
by him, Patres minorvm gentium. Ssc Crombie*s Gjrmnasium,

8. AdemtoSj i. e. qgios hostibus ademerat. 

9. CapUolium. See n. 7, p. 40. 

41t 1. Censim^ The cejisus was instituted by Servius TuUius, and 
properly consisted in taking an account of the property and faimily 
of each citizen, and in imposing taxes in proportion to their efiects. 
Servius at the same time divided the people into six classes, and 
these again into centuries. The census was at first taken by the 
kings, and afterwards by the consuls ; but, after the year of the 
city 310, by a proper officer, called Censor. 

2. Curia. The place at which the senate usually met was the 
Cwria HoslUia, built by Tullus HostiHus at the foot of the Palatine 
hill, so that there was an easy ascent to it from the Forum by 
means of steps, (gradibus), 

3- Carpewhm^ a vehicle with two wheels, and an arched cov«r- 
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ing, sometimes without the coveiing, and geneimlly dmwA by ^S 
mules. It was used by the Roman matrons in the diy. 

4. Bunc injwriam. The ootrage offered her by the king's sob. 
« 1. iMxertmt. Lugere means not only *' to lament, to bewail," 4S 
but also " to wear mourning for." 

3. Pons ligneus, A bridge over the Tiber, called also pons sub- 
lieiits, (from svHieae, " stakes.") As it was entirely of wood, it 
was easily taken asmider, (rwnpi), 

3. Igmbus aUoHs, He threatened him with torture, in which 
fire also was used. 

4. Anienem. From the obsolete nominotiye Anien^ for which 
Anio is used. The Anio is a river of LAtium. which rims in the 
Apennines, and empties into the Tiber near Antemnae. 

5. Qyi caneiliaret. See n. 14, p. 18. • 

6. jnabulam. See this fable, II. 8. 

7. TYibtmi pldns. Two tribunes were atfirst created, bat A. U. 
S97, ten tribunes were created, which number continued ever after.

9. VolseoTum, The Volsci were situated in the southern part of 
Latium. 

10. MiUiarvm, The public ways {PMicae Viae) of the Ro- 
mans were furnished with mile-stones, which were distant from 
one another 1000 paces or 5000 Roman feet. The pace (Passns) 
included a double step, (gradus vel gressus\ or the space from the 
piace wh^ the foot is taken up to that wnere it is set down. 

11. Veientes. The inhahitants of the city Veii (prvm) in Etm- 
ria.

4. DeeemvirL A college of ten men. Bodies charged with a 
particular office were generally designated by the number of their 
members, to which was still given an explanator3r epithet.

5. .^W«m,acityinEtruria. The inhabitants were called .FWiact,

white horses, in their opinion, was confined to the gods, and espe- 
cially to Jupiter and the Sun. 

8. Ckilli Senones, a nation of Gallia Transalpina, who left their 
native possessions on the banks of the Seine (Sequdna) and Mame 
{Maiflrona)^ and, under the conduct of Brennus, pillaged Rome. 
They settled on the coast of Umbria in Italy. 

9. AUia, a little river of Italy, in the territories of the Sabines, 
which empties into the Tiber. 

^ 10. in eo erant, A collective noun or noun of multitude, e. gr. 
praesidiumy Pwrba, muUUudo, exercUus, nobilUas, ifuxy bethe subject 
of a plural verb. It is common when a noun of this class conti- 
nues the subject of successive propositions, to join a singular verb 
with it in one and a plural in another ; tnus, in the present in- 
stance, praesidium is connected, in the first proposition, with the 
singular verb laiorabatf in the seccmd. with the plural erant.

The dictator, as soon as elected, chose a subordinate officer, called 
his master of horse, magiMer gfuUmm. 

A. FkumOmi Caudimaef a dmtow pass in the Ticinity of Caudi- 
um, a town of the Sammtes. 

6. £ta6 jugum. When enemies were vanquished, they^ were 
stripped of their arms and made to pass undex: the yoke, (^jugum). 
This consisted of two spears planted in the ground, which were 
crossed at the top by a third, so low, however, that the captives 
were obliged to bend in passing under. 

Tareatum was a Grecian colony in lower Italy, 
still called Ta/renU, 

7. BpinUi a country on the western coast of Greece.

"ow the government of Milan in Austrian Italy. 
rK ^P"**** The spoils which a general took from the general 
oi the enemy was called sfriis (^ftma. They were dedieated and 
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raspended in the temple of Japiter Feretrius. These spoils were 49 
obtained only thrice before the fall of the repnblic. The first by 
Bomnlos, w&o slew Acron, king of the Caeninenses; the next bj 
A. Cornelias Cossus, who slew Lar Tolunmios, king of the Yei- 
entes, A. tJ. C. 318; and the third by M. Clandius Maroellus, who 
slew Viridomaras, a king of the Gauls, A. tJ. C. 530. 

2. SagwtUwmy a city on the eastern coast of Spain, in Hispania 
Tarraconensis. 

' 3. Uimandardur, Understand before it ^jpo5£«2aren<, the idea 
of which is contained in miserwfU. • 

4. lAgwria, a country of Upper Italy, bounded on the south by 
the Sinus Ligusticus, or Gulf of Genoa, on the north by the Padus, 
now the Po, on the east by the river Macra, and on the west by 
the Tarus. It answers to Genoa and part of PUdmunU. 

5. THcvimSj now TessiTutj a river of Cisalpine Gaul, which rises 
in the Alps, and, having traversed in its course the Lacus Verba- 
nus, (now Lago Maggiore), empties into thePadusnear Ticinum. 

6. Tyebiay a river of the same country, which rises in Liguria, 
and flowing in a northerly direction empties into the Padus near 
Placentia.

The senators and knights enjoyed 
the privilege of wearing golden rings. 

1. A duobus SHpionmu. Publius and Cnaeus. The former 40 
was a father of the elder Scipio Africanus. 

2. Nola, a town of Campania. Bells were invented there, in 
the beginning of the 5th century, by St. PauHnus, the bishq> of 
the place. Hence they have been called in Latin Nokte, or Cam' 
pamae. 

3. Quo minus irajicerei. After verbs meaning "to hinder, to 
prevent," ^ minus is used in the signification otne. 

4. Poeni, a name ^ven to the Carthaginians. It seems to be a 
corruption of Phoem or PhoeniceSf as the Carthaginians were of 
Phoenician origin. 

5. SjfroQusae, a celebrated city of Sicily, founded about 73S B. C. 
by Arehias a Corinthian. 

6. Duo Scipumes ifUetfecH, Both were slain within the space of 
one month, in the eighth year of their generalship in Spain, in un- 
fortunate battles against the Carthaginians. 

7. Ad Ticvimm. See above, c. 3. 

8. lUd. deser, cumerU. Since they thought that the state was 
mined beyond all hope of recovery. 

9. Cofiiago nova^ now CarUutgena^ on the southern coast of His- 
pania Tarraconensis. 

SnM» or Sna GaUka, now SemMogUa,, a town onUte Adri- 
tdc, built by the Senon&s, A. XT. C. 396.

5. NaHSf a tyrant of Sparta, celebrated for bis cruelty. He was 
slain B. C. 193, after an usurpation of 14 years. 

6. Syriacunif "a, Syrian." Syria^ a country of Asia, on tki 
Mediterranean, between Arabia and Cilicia in Asia Minor. 

7. LegaiuSf the name of the officer chosen by a proconsul or pn>> 
sraetor to accompany him to his province, and assist him in the 
discharge of his duties. Sometimes the governor remained at 
home, and merely sent out the legatus to the province; and at 
odier times the senate sent out a legatus, without naming any pro- 
eontral or propraetor. 

8. Mignesta, a town in the northern part of Ljrdia, near the 
junction of the Hermus and Hyllus, and in the vicinity of mouat 
Bipylns.
